Reddy, John Stroger, Nathaniel Pike, Peter Soanes, 
Henry Adams, Francis Frennier, Thomas Johnſon, Joſeph Dawſon, Samuel Dawſon, James Lewis, John 
Sparks, Joſeph Goſs, Charles Falconer, James Murray, Robert Rich, John Miller, John King, Edward Savill, 
\illiam Philips, Thomas Jope and Thomas Beliſha, together With ſeberal others whoſe Names are not yet Diſcovered (amongſt 
whom were Fifty two Frenchmen, Fourten Danes, and others of other Nations ) were with the ſgid Henry Every alias Bridgman,
